spaced 80 inches; apart by plugging 
four runs of the grain drill and leav- 
ing the next two open. 

When the intertilled method is fol- 
lowed, the time of seeding should per- 
mit of the plant having sufficient 
time to reach maturity before dam- 
aging frosts occur and the rate of 
seeding should equal or be slightly 
greater than the usual rate. In the 
Edmonton district, crop sown . with 
the drill set to seed at the rate of 
two bushelé per acre for wheat and 
barley and four bushels per acre for 
oats, have been successful, While 
this rate of seeding may seem heavy, 
it must be remembered that only one 
third of this amount of seed is ac- 
tually sown per acre. 

It is interesting to note that suc- 
ceseful crops of wheat, oats and bar- 
ley have been produced by following 
the jotentities system of thie dis- 
trict/and that the yields equal if not 
exceed the yields from crops sown 
broadcast. For the cultivation of 
intertilled grain crops, the corn cul- 
tivator, the potato ceuffler, of if the 
plot is small, the hoe or hand cul- 
tivator can be used. Cultivation must 
be done eufficiently often to prevent 
a heavy growth of weeds between 
the rows. If the weed growth gets 
a start, it ie almost inypossible to 
destroy the weeds without damag- 
ing the crop. 

In both the broadcast and inter- 
tilled syetems, the work weeding will 
be considerably lessened if the crop 
is lightly harrowed after it has come 
through the ground: Frequently

szed plist should be carefully exam- 
ined, and all impurities removed. It 
should be realized that by impurit- 
ies are meant, weeds, other kinds of 
grain, other varieties of the same 
kind 6f grain, diseased plants and 
plants which for any reason are ab- 
hormal, Qnly strong, healthy nor- 
mal plants should be allowed to re- 
main in the seed plot. 

The harvesting of the plot should 
not be started before the crop has 
reached full maturity, and harvest 
ing methods follow those of general 
use, In all operations connected | 
with the ‘seed “plot, care. should be 
taken to clean all implements in use 
in order that a dirty implement will 
not introduce impurities. In thresh- 
ing particular care must be taken so 
that: the season’s work is not lost by 
using dirty racks, dirty separator or 
dirty granaries. All racks, wagons 
and separators should be carefully 
cleaned and all weed seeds and straw 
or grain’ removed. Do not thresh too 
close, so that the grain’ is not 
cracked or hulled. Soundness is of 
paramount importance in good seed. 
To prevent. contamination in granar- 
ies, thresh the grain nko clean grain 
sacks.

‘*We don’t know where we are 
yoing or what’ we want,” he said, 
‘‘we have lost all sense of values.’ 

The limit of education for most 
people should be the high school, in 
Mr. Quaintin’s opinion. .He said that 
if all students get to the university 
it is ‘‘ruined.’’
